Petitioner Maulvi Mohammad Abdul Jubbar Pahlowan was a candidate for election —* 
to the Bengal Legislative Conneil in November last, ‘The constituency was the Mymen: 
singh North-West Muiammadan constituency, which corresponds to Jamalpar aub- 
tivision, 5,816 votes wero recorded, Petitioner secured 732 of these and was fourth ou 
the list, The snecessful candidate Maulvi Azizur Rahman obtained 1,995 votes, and 
Maulvi Abdus Samad was second with 1,575. 

Polling was on November 17th and 20th, On January 18th this election petition was 
filed by the candilute, 4th on the list, alleging that Manivi Azizur Rahman had obtained 
his victory by bribery and corrupt practices. He also found fault with the Returning 
Officers procedure, and made him # party to the case, He prayed that the election might 
‘be declared void, 

A new election would be more likely to. benefit the second eandidate than the 
fourth, Maulvi Abdus Samad is in fact supporting the petitioner and it is suggested that 
being too poor to file such a petition himself, he persuaded Maulvi Abdul Jubbar 
Pahiowan to file it, The tmportance of this snggestion is that it affects the credit of 
Maulvi Abdus Samad who is the most important witness in the case. 

‘This Commission was appointed on February 8th, and its first sitting was on April 
19th. From March Sth onward the petitioner had been agitating for time to file a 
supplementary list of corript praotices. Put it was not till April 20th that the list was 
filed. On April 19th petitioner had begun examining witnesses. But respondent's 
pleader had stifled them all by objecting '10 the proof of fats outside the vlection petition, 
The written statement had ridiculed the election petition by asserting that the alleged 
bribe takers were creatures of the petitioner, So the petitioner naturally wanted to prove 
other instances where the bribe takers were independent, 

Bnt when the supplementary list was filed the respon.lent objectod that section 33(3) 
of the Electoral Rules contemplates only an amplification of the election petition, not the 
{introduction of new matter. It was argued that all new instances of bribery must be 
excluded from evidence as beiug time-barred, Various precedents were cited to support 
this contention, But the Commissioners decided to ignore the precedents rather than 
report 10 Government that there was no evidenee of corruption because the evidence of 
200 or 300 witnesses had all been ruled out on technical grounds. It cannot be the policy 
of the law to hnsh up all corruption that is not discovered within 2 couple of months of the 
tiection, For section $2 (1) (c) of the Electoral Rules shows that if a returned candidate 
is subsequently prosecuted for bribery and convicted he will be unseated, | We therefore 
hold that an ‘election petition which gives some instances of bribery may be amplified by 
further instances of it, But belated instances will of course need better proof. Seon 

‘The number of witnesses actually examined by the petitioner was 57. And 27 was 
examined by respondent. ; 

The original electin petition contained instances of bribery at five, polling centres, 
‘And in four cases the names of both the giver and the receiver of the bribe were given, 
But only two of these instances have been brought to proof. They are u donation of 
Rs, 100 by petitioner's agent Abdul Jalil to Guthail school, and a donation of Rs, 200 
by another agent Abdul Sattar to Balijuri school, 

‘The supplementary petition purports to contain specific instances of bribery at 23 out of 
26 polling centres. But almost all of them might have been ruled out for vagueness. For 
exeept at Jamalpur, Guthail, Sherpur and Balijuri no particulars were given beyond the 
fact that money had been freely diswributed by certain of the respondent's agents. Tho 
bribe takers were not named nor the amount of the bribes.

Mirza Sahib to hostile voters to deter them from voting. 

In the supplementary petition it was stated that Abdul Samad had seen two instances 
of bribery ut Singjani school centre (which is in Jamalpur town), but Mohiuddin alone 
‘was namod as the giver of the bribe and the recipient was not named at all, 

-. Both Abdus Samad and the petitioner were present atthe counting of the votes, and 
neither of them made any complaint to the Returning Officer, 

It seems clear to us that, though Maulvi Abdus Samad complained to the polling 
officer that bribery was going on in the crowd, he did’ not really see any particular 
person give or receivo a bribe and did not know which party's agent was at fault.” He got 
his information from P, W, 28, an agent of the petitioner, who says that he saw Har 
Prosad Ganguli und Muhiuddin giving money to voters at Singjaui school centre, and that 
he at once informed Abdus Suinad about it, He says that he saw Mahiuddin pay Re. 1 to 
Kalimaddi-and Ks, 2 to Mofizuddin. ‘This of course eontradicts Abdus Samad’s state- 
ment that a Ganguli gave the Re,/1 to Kalimuddi. | The witness tries to reconcile the 
diserepaney by saying that the Ganguli first gave the money to Mohinddin. But he says 
that the Ganguli was Har Prasad, not Surendra and that he did not see Surendra there at 
ull. Obviously Abdus Samad was not an eye-witness, P. W. 28 cannot be relied on 
because he hopelessly discredits himself by his evidence about another — incident, 
‘This other incident was at Jamalpur thama centre, The supplementary petition 
asserts that at that centre Har Prasad Ganguli ‘paid’ Rs. 10 to one Goher, and ‘that 
Mohiuddin paid Rs. 5to Lal Mamud and Rs, 10 to Dastur Mahmud, and that Mirza 

Rs, 2 each to five other men. ‘The only witness to these payments is P. W. 
28 and he says in examination-in-chief that he saw Mirza Sahib pay Rs, 3 to Goher, 
Rs. 4 to Lal Mahmud and Rs. 2 to Dastur. This of course disagrees entirely with the 
petition. But in cross-sxamination the witness disagreed with his own evidence and said 
that Rs. 4 bad been given to Goher and Rs. 3 to Lal Mahmud. He also in eross-examina- 
tion contradicts his own evidence about the incident at Singjani school centre and says 
that it was Hur Prasad who gave the bribe to Kalimuddi, and that he gave it after Abdus 
Samad had raised the alarm. Mi 

‘The only other witness tothe Singjani school incident is P.W. 7 who heard a 
row and saw & man run away. He heard no names. No evidence has been offered about 
the other bribes referred to in the supplementary petition as being given at Jamalpur, 
Itis very uulikely that bribes would be given just outside the polling station at Jamalpar. 
And we are satisfied that the evidence about sueh bribes is not true. A deposit of Rs, 50 
with @ Jumalpur typist for payment to voters is mentioned in the supplementary 
petition, But the typist says that the money was not intended for payment to voters 
und that it was not spent. ‘There is no other evidence on the point. 

The alleged payment of Rs. 200 to the school at Balijuri is another important instance, 
becanse it finds a place in the original election petition, | It was said in that petition that 
Rs, 250 had been given to Bulijuri and Digpait school committees. But the name of the 
‘gent was not given, In the supplementary petition it was stated that certain agents of 
the respondent had admitted to Abdus Samad that Rs. 300 had been paid to Balijuri 
school committee aud Rs, 250 to Hajrabari Madrasa committee, 

No evidence has been given about any Payment to Digpait school or Hajrabari 
madrassa. ,And Abdus Samad. doos not mention the donation to Balijuri school, But 
‘wo witnesses (P. Ws, 23 and 41) say that.respondent’s agent Abdul Sattar paid Rs, 200 to 
the Secretury of Baliajuri School Committee on polling day, and that Rs. 50 was to be paid 
later, but has not yet been paid. 

P. W. 28, however, discredits his own by mag shat the respondent personally 
came and asked for the coinmittee’s votes 10-15 days before the election and that they 
told-him they would vote for the nominee of the Calcutta Independent Moslem Party. 
Petitioner ddmits that the nominee of ‘that party was the respondent, The respondent 
Mas therefore assured of the committee's votes 10-15 days before the polling day and there 
Was no oecasion to senda man to bribe them to vote for him. The witness admits that 
the‘committee votedfor the responden t because they considered him the best man and 
thatthe donation did not influence their eboice, He says it was only a rich imun’s 
subseription: ‘The school accounts aro not produced to show when the subscription was,

against the respondent, Bat it is not clear how the petitioner was injured

date. If they had, the. petitioner would have leaded the poll. But no reason has 
given to us for supposing that all Samad’s votes would havo gone to the petitioner, » tc 
induce Samad to-stand for election, even if it was a cunning trick to split the hostile vote, 
cannot be brought under.the head of corrupt practices. A promise to retire in favour of 


Samad is not same as a promiss of a gratification to induce him to stand. No gratifica 


tion was offered. In the original petition it was. said that the respondent pr id to 
support Sam vd in his candidature for the Chairmanship of the Local Board if Samad 


would also stand for election tothe Council. But Sumad himself does not say that the — 


respondent induced him to stand, nor does he say that respondent promised to help: him 
in the local board election, | There is no evidence of any such promise. 

‘This finishes all the oases of alleged bribery, But the charge of treating remains, 
In the election petition it was alloged that respondent's agents treated voters ut Sherpur, 
Nilakshia and Jamalpur to food after the election, and that sweets were distributed at 
Islampur, Baxiganj, Sribardi, Shapmari and Bangaon, and that pan and cigarettes were 
distributed at all centres, "The supplementary petition added that sweets were distributed 
at Ramrampur and Dewanganj as well as Sherpur, and that oranges were distributed at 
Bausi, 

Beyond a reference by the petitioner himself to an invitition to dinuer at Sherpur no 
evidence has been given about the food after the election, and hardly any evidence about 
the distribution of sweets, Ainuddin, pleader, P. W. 6 says he saw petitioner's 
Sherpur agent bringing some sweets to the polls, but says nothing of their distribution, P. 
W. 48 says they were distributed at Sherpur thana centre which was not a centre at all. 
P.W. 41 speaks of the distribution of sweets at Bangaon. About 20 witnesses say that 
pan and cigarettes .were provided at all centres, But the evidence is that all the candi- 
dates alike provided pan and cigarettes for the refreshment of voters, and that the 
stall keepers gave. them frevly to any body that wanted them. No promise to vote for 
any particular candidate was demanded, and no such undertaking was implied.) The 
tenting, therefore, did not amount to bribery. And as there is no evidence. whatever that 
it had any effect on the result of tho election, it is not a sufficient ground for declaring 
the election void. P. W. 36, who says he acted as respondent's election clork (which 
respondent. denies) deposes that pan, cigarettes and sweets were distributed at Sherpur. 
But he says that the pan and cigarettes were suppliod and taken as.a mater of courtesy 
‘and had no connection with the voting. He says that 60-70 voters tonk sweets and that 
they were given ingveret, But he was admittedly betraying bis employer by deposing in 
this way, and we cannot regard him asa reliable witaess. He was in fact an aovomplice 
‘and the only evidence to corroborate him is that of Ainuddin, pleader, » partisan. 

‘Phe election petition ulgo alleged that the respondent's agents had provided hired 
carriages to convey voters lo the polls at Sherpur and Jamalpur. But again the only 
evidence is that of the treacherons clerk and the partisan pleader. It was only at Sherpur 
(if at all) that hired carriages were used, and the corrupt practice cannot have hud any 
material effect on the result of the election. 

‘The election petition says that ferry fares were paid for voters at Ambaria and 
Dighrichar ferry ghats. And the supplementary petition adds Sharmara (Ramrampur) 
ferry ghat. Three ferrymen were examined to ussert thut they carried voters free on 4 
undertaking by Nanna Mia’sagents to pay the cost. But it is admitted that all the villagers 
who habitually use a ferry have a yearly contract with the ferryman. And the attempts 
of the ferrymen to specify the amounts that they were puid for respondent's voters or 

« respondent's agents ended in hopeless confusion, ‘The statement in the election petiti 
that the fares were paid by Abdul Rasid and Abdul Sattar disagrees entirely with the 
evidence, from which no clear conclusion can be drawn as to who, if anyone, paid the 
fares. 


The election petition. also stated that the same agenta Abdul Rasid and Abdul ‘Sattar 


paid voters’ railway fares from Dagi to Dusmot, The supplementary petition 

that three other agents paid railway fares from Kendua Kalibari to Bu 

allegation has been abandoned, The second is proved by one witness only, a President, 
prosecution witness 22. Ho says that he was in the train on his way to Bausi on election 


day, and that when the train stopped at Kendua Kalibari he saw canvassors of all five 


candidates standing on the platform with bundles of railway tickets in thei 
distributing them to passengers. He gives the names of r jent’s 

Mujkuri and Sashi mudhury), but he cannot give any other particulars at all, He 
cannot swear that the persons to whom tickets were given were voters or that the 
candidates paid for the tickets. There is no suggestion in the evidence that this sort 
thing happened at any other station. The witness, though a President, did not 
ittoanyone, His deseription of what happened is vauge.’

in again, many late-comers came in with them, | But he does not mention the name of any 
person who was a late comer or say that he particularly noticed any individual who caine 
in at the re-ontry and was not inside before. Even if this irregularity occurred at 
Nandina, it only meant an addition of ten or fifteen votes and did not affect the result of 
the election. 
© One witness (P. W. 8) deposes that respon lent’s agent took him to the polls » 
to vot, and that the polling officer found that he was not a voter and excluded him. 
‘Tho voter was another man of the same name. This was apparently a bona fide mistake of 
respondent's agent. ‘There is nothing in the petition about any fraudulent attempt by a 
non-voter to vote, 

‘The petition made allegation of undue influence on tenants. But no evidence at all 
has been given of this. 

‘The petition specified certain leaflets and pamphlets as being objectionable becaus> 
they contained false statements about petitioner or because they did not bear the 
printer’s or publisher's names. But the statements complained of refloct on the petitionns’s 
conduct and capacity asa legislator, not on his private character or conduct. And no 
evidence has been given that they are false. One poster was exhibited which had no 
publisher's name. But the respondent exhibited the original poster and made it apparent 
that the lower portion of it had been cut off for the purpose of this c: 

Another grievance of the petitioner was that the respondent's nomination paper hal 
been improperly accepted since there was a mistake of a single letter in the respondeat's 
father’s name. The mistake in the printed copy had however been detected before the 
election, and had been corrected in as many copies as possible. ‘The mistake was not such 
as could cause any-doubt as to the identity of the candidate, and it would have been quite 
improper to reject the nomination paper, Petitioner’s other complaints about the exelu- 
sion of candidates at the time of count and about the improper acceptance of the nomina- 
tion of Giasuddin have been proved. to be entirely without foundation. 

The resalt is that we find that charge of wholesale and public bribery on electivn day 
is entirely false. And though considerable evidence has been given that donations were 
given to schools in order to procure votes we are not satistied that the evidence is true, 
‘The evidence about corrupt practices is open to suspicion because the petitioner has 
specified in his petition every corrapt practice known to the law. A number of witnedis 
assert that pan and cigarettes were provided for the refreshuient of voters and we cannot’ 
ay that this is false. But as it was done by all tho eundidates, and as voters and 
spectators alike could refresh themselves at any of the stalls, it cannot have affected the 
result of the election. Instances of other corrupt practices specified above are too few to 
have affected the result, even if they are true. And there ix so much that is false in the 
sweeping charges made by the petitioner that we canut with confidence accept anything 
as true, Our conclusion is that there is no ground for slvclaring the election void, 

In the result it appears that our decision to accept the petitioner's supplementary 
petition and to admit as evidence new instances of bribery was an unfortunate decision, 
Tt has resulted in a great waste of public time and money in recording a mass of untrue 
evidence. The petitioner, whose father is alive, is not a man of means, and will probably 
be unuble to make good the loss, The security he has given is inadequate for the cost 
of so prolonged a trial, 

recommend that the election petition should be dismissed, and that the petitioner 
should pay the costs of both the respondents. Respondent No. 2 is the Returning Offic 
who has been wrongly made party. The Government Pleader had to appear on. his 
behalf, We assess his oosts at Rs. 150. ‘There is nothing in the election rules to make 
the petitioner linble for the costs of Government in setting up the Commission, We 
assess the costs of respondent No. 1 at Rs. 750 in addition to the sum paid for witnesses’ 
‘expenses and process fees, ptt *
